Most  schools 
are  not  out  in  time  to  attend  a 
May  meeting.  All  of  them  could, 
if  they  so  desired,  attend  a  June 
meeting. 

Another  reason  for  meeting  in 
June  instead  of  May  is  that  many 
are  prevented  from  attending  a 
May  meeting  because  of  their  con¬ 
nection  writh  some  school  or  col¬ 
lege.  Parents  who  have  children 
graduating  either  from  college  ar 


from  a  high  school  or  elementary 
school  will  want  to  be  there  and 
if  that  date  happens  to  conflict 
with  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  they  stick  by  their  chil¬ 
dren  and  we  would  do  the  same. 

Some  object  to  a  June  meeting 
because  it  may  conflict  with  other 
meetings.  That’s  true,  but  this  dis¬ 
advantage  is  not  as  much  as  the 
disadvantages  of  a  May  meeting 
which  are  mentioned  above.  And 
regardless  of  the  time,  whether  it 
be  June,  July,  or  any  other  riionth 
there  will  always  be  some  con¬ 
flict

I»ok  over  your  li¬ 
brary  and  pick  out  one  that  you 


can  spare  or  one  that  you  can’t 
spare,  but  are  willing  to  give  away 
and  buy  another  like  it,  and  send 
one  or  more  books  to  this  unfor¬ 
tunate  brother. 

There  are  more  than  a  thousand 
Baptist  preachers  in  Mississippi. 
If  each  preacher  would  send  just 
one  book,  what  a  library  the  Rip¬ 
ley  pastor  would  liave!

Most  churches  do,  but  to  tlmse 
that  do  not,  notify  your  paster 
NOW  that  a  vacation  for  him  is 
a  part  of  the  church  program. 
And  -you’ll  be  glad  you  did,  for 
after  being  refreshed  and  invig¬ 
orated  your  pastor  can  do  more  in 
eleven  months  than  he  can  in 
twelve  without  rest.
